FREAK WEATHER 
AT SAN BERNARDINO. 


(BY DIRECT DisPaTCH. } 
SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 11.—As 
the culmination of a freak thunder 


shower here late this afternoon snow 
fell in San Bernardino, in various sec- 
tions of the city. In the mountains 
the rain turned to a fierce snow storm 
and the cold from this weather condi- 
tion reached the valley and was re- 
sponsible for the flakes here, the first 
time in several years. The freak storm 
‘today was accompani by thunder, 
lightning and a high, gusty wind.

SAN DIEGO RIVER 
A REAL STREAM. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE-—EXCLUGIVE DISPATCH.) 
SAN DIEGO, Feb. 11-—San Diego 
River, usually dry, showed it was a 
regular river toay and as it rose foot 
by foot many valley farms were flood- 
ed. The river, swollen by the recent 
rains, was higher than in 1906, when 
the river flooded its banks. At Lake- 
side the electric station was washed 
away and the residence of Barney An- 
derson was only prevented from be- 
ing swept away by anchoring it to 
trees. At Old Town the river was 
quite high and residents worked en- 
ergetically to save the bridge there. 
Dogs in the dog pound at that place 
were almost drowning this morning 
when the pound master awoke and 
found the pound under water. 

The rain, that has continued for 
two days, stopped today about 2 
o'clock, after several showers this 
morning. Early thas afternoon there 
was a hail storm that lasted for a few 
minutes at the exposition, though no 
hail was recorded at the weather bu- 
reau at the Federal building, a mile 
and a half away. 

The rainfall for San Diego for the 
past twenty-four hours was .52 inch, 
or 1.43 for the storm, and 11.78 inches 
for the season, as against 6.64 of last 
year. 


ONE MAN KILLED 
BY LIGHTNING BOLT. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIA¥IVE DISPATCH.) 
CHINO, Feb. 11.—Lightning struck 
and instantly killed Antonio Maldo- 
nado, a Mexican, this afternoon dur- 
ing a heavy hall and thunder shower 
on a ranch two miles south of the 
beet sugar factory near here. 
Maldonado and three other Mex!i- 
cans sought shelter from the hail and 
the rain, and Maldonado either leaned 
up against or stood near a high-ten- 
sion power pole. The lightning struck 
the pole and partly splintered it, and 
the bolt in its course hit the Mexican 
in the chest. 

The body fell in a puddle of water 
and it was some time before the 
frightened Mexicans in the party 
would touch it. The nearest of the 
others was fifteen feet away, but he 
was uninjured, though shocked by the 
bolt. 

The accident occurred on the San 
Bernardino county side of the line, 
so Sheriff McMinn, who ts also Coro- 
ner, will view the body, which is un- 
mutilated except for blackened skin 
on the chest. 

This is the first time that ony one 
has been struck by lightning during 
a storm in the low country, as far as 
any one here can remember. Some 
years ago a man was struck in the 
mountains near Redlands, and there 
have been cases of lightning striking 
in other parts of the mountains, but 
no fatality has been recorded. It is an 
occurrence of years for lightning to 
strike at all in the broad San Bernar- 
dino Valley. 

Other damage was done by the 
storm today. The light and power 
plant at the George Junior Republic 
was put out of commission for two 
hours. The hail came down flercely 
for a time, and the rain during the 
short shower fell in torrents after the

EXPLANATION OR APOLOGY 
DEMANDED BY US. ENVOY. 


E HAGUE (via London) Feb. 
11.— Henry Van Dyke, the United 
States Minister to The Nether- 

lands and also to the Grand Duchy 
of Luxemburg, said today that he had 
appealed to the government at Wash- 
ington to protest against German in- 
terference with his duties as Minister 
to Luxemburg. He said his diplomatic 
communication with Luxemburg had 
been cut off by the German military 
commander at Trier (Treves,) who 
had refused to permi: his letters to 
pass because they were sealed with the 
seal of the American Legation. 

Dr. Van Dyke has been trying for 
four days through the friendly medium 
of the German Minister at The Hague 
to obtain an explanation from Berlin 
of what he considers an invasion of 
his diplomatic privileges, but no an- 
2 has come from the German cap- 
“That statement of facts is correct,” 
said Dr. Van Dyke today. “The ac- 
tion of the German commander at 
Trier may have been a mistake of ig- 
norance, but it must be explained and 
apologized for. 

“Luxemburg is a very small country 
of 250,000 inhabitants, but the peace-

ful duties with which the American 
government has charged me toward 
that country are just as sacred as if 
it were a hundred times as big.

The company would give no infor- 
mation, however, as to its intentions, 
beyond stating that the safety of the 
passengers would be its first consid- 
eration.

BARS TO CLOSE 
IN DES MOINES. 
HALF-MILLION DOLDARS IN LIQ- 


CORS MUST BE DISPOSED 
OF BY TOMORROW. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DES MOINES (Iowa) Feb. 11.—The 
City Council here today refused to 
grant the saloon-keepers a renewal 
of their censes This means that 
the eighty saloons of Des Moines will 
permanently close their doors Satur- 
day night. 

Saloon-keepers here began prepara- 
tions late today to move their stocks 
out of buildings occupied by them and 
to ship them out of the State. It was 
estimated that nearly $500,000 of liq- 
uors would either be sold at “bargain 
sales” between now and Saturday 
night, or crated for shipment. Fully 
600 bartenders and other employees 
will be out of jobs as the result of 
the City Councll’s closing order to- 
day. 

The Council took steps to retrench 
in money expenditures to meet the 
loss of $120,000 in saloon revenues. 


LASSEN AGAIN BELCHING. 


REDDING, Feb. 11.—Dawn today 
found Lassen Peak belching vapor in 
great puffs that trailed southward be- 
fore the wind in a streamer forty miles 
long. Three hours after sunrise the 
eruption was unabated. 

As the day advanced the pillar of 
black smoke lost much of its dense- 
ness, and diminished in altitude. At 
intervals the cloud rolled up from the 
main crater in spurts and puffs, giv- 
ing rise to the belief that subter- 
ranean explosions were responsible 
for Lassen Peaks latest activity.

both countries had been warned in 
most emphatic terms against menac- 
ing the vessels or lives of American 
citizens traversing the recently pro- 
claimed sea zones of war. 

Germany was advised that the 
United States “would be constrained 
to hold the imperial government to 
a strict accountability for such acts 
of its naval authorities as might re- 
sult in the destruction of American 
vessels or the loss of American lives,” 
and that “if such a deplorable situa- 
tion should arise,” the American gov- 
ernment would “take any steps it 
might be necessary to take to safe- 
guard American lives and property.” 

To Great Britain, the United States 
pointed out “the measure of respon- 
sibility” which would seem to be im- 
posed on the British government “for 
the loss of American vessels and lives 
in case of an attack by a German na- 
val force,” if England sanctioned the 
general misuse of the American flag 
by British vessels, and thereby cast 
doubt upon the valid character of the 
neutral e 

The two communications were to 
have been presented today respectively 
to the British government by Ambas- 
sadog, Page and the German Foreign 
Office by Ambassador Gerard. They 
were prepared by Counsellor Robert 
Lansin and revised by President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan after con- 
sultation with the entire Cabinet. 

COPIES DISTRIBUTED. 

The British, Spanish and Brazil- 
fan Ambassadors, who happened to 
call at the State Department, were 
given copies of the notes, as were the 
Ministers of Sweden, Norway and Den- 
mark, who specially requested it. The 
documents created something of a 
sensation among the diplomats gen- 
erally because of what some regarded 
as their drastic implications. High 
officials of the American government 
pointed out informally that it had 
been deemed advisable to speak in 
unmistakable terms now rather than 
to await the alarming effect upon 
American public opinion which might 
ensue from the sinking of a vessel 
with scores of American citizens. The 
notes, officials were confident, would 
serve as a preventive of the critical 
possibilities discussed in' them. 

Diplomats examined with great. in- 
terest the language of the communi- 
cations and some of them construed 
the note to Germatly as a warning 
that the loss of American lives by 
sinking even a belligerent merchant 
ship would be covered by the repre- 
sentations of the American govern- 
ment because of the insistence that 
all merchant ships must be visited and 
searched and passengers taken off be- 
fore ships can be sunk.

Russians Reported to be Holding Their Lines Against 
the Onslaughts of Von Hindenburg Strategie Rail- 
ways of Monumental Importance in the Great Strug- 


ONDON, Feb. 11, 9:30 p.m.—Bat- 
L is following battle on the east- 

ern front, where Russia, single- 
handed, is fighting the forces of Ger- 
many, Austria and Turkey. The Rus- 
sians have held their lines against 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg’s 
army, which attempted last week to 
break through to Warsaw, and appar- 
ently have checked the Austro-Ger- 
man offensive in the Carpathians. 
They are now called upon to defend 
the positions which they have won 
in East Prussia and Northern Poland. 
The Germans are transferring men 
and guns by their splendid strategic 
railways and have assumed the offen- 
sive on the East Prusslan border and 
on the right hark of the Lower Vis- 
tula, where an advance has brought 
them in the district of Sierpe, which 
the Russians occupied a short time 


ago. 

It is impossible to say yet whether 
the next big battle will take place in 
this district or in Bast Prussia, as 
Grand Duke Nicholas, with whom the 
initiative remains, has not disclosed 
his intentions. He may either strike 
between Tilsit and Insterburg, in East 
Prussia, or threaten to cut Von Hin- 
denburg’s communications with Thorn 
by a movement along the Lower Vis- 
tula. 

No further change is noted in the 
Carpathians, but the Austrian official 
report, which complains of the obsta- 
cle of snow and of strong pressure of 
the Russians, suggests that their of- 
fensive has at least partly failed. 

While the Austro-German force in 
the eastern part of the range seems 
to have been strong enough to compel 
the Russians to retire from Buko- 
wina, the Russians appear after the

There was little 
evidence of any diminution in the 
scale of consumption, and if allow- 
ance was made for the new armies the 
working classes were now consuming 
more food 1 head than in any pre- 
vious peri The Premier attributed 
the rise in the price of wheat to 
diminished supplies increased 
demands. 


DARDANELLES A FACTOR.

Increased Customs Charges 
are now Effective. 


All Banking Transactions to 
be Under the Burden.

OTTAWA (ont) Feb. 11—4 dras- 
tic war taxation measure was pro- 
claimed in the Canadian Parliament 
late today by W. T. White, Minister 
of Finance. Bank circulation and the 


business of loan fire insurance com- 
panies are taxed. A stamp tax is ap- 
plied to business and banking trans- 
actions, to railway and steamship 
tickets, telegraph and cable messages, 
letters, wines and patent medicines. 
There is a customs tariff increase cov- 
ering all imports now dutiable and the 
free list of imports is virtually wiped 
out. There will be no income tax. 

Increased customs charges are ef- 
fective from today. They are 7% per 
cent. increase to the general and inter- 
mediate tariff rates and 5 per cent. 
increase to British preferential rates. 
In the case of goods now on the free 
list there will hereafter be a customs 
charge of 7% per cent. on goods from 
the United States and elsewhere, with 
the exception of Great Britain and 
colonies, on the preferential list, 
where the charge will be 5 per cent. 
An increased revenue of more than 
$20,000,000 annually is expected from 
the new tariff duties and from the 
stamp tax $8,000,000. 

ARTICLES EXEMPT. 

The increased customs charges are 
not to be applied to Alk fabrics, vel- 
vets, ribbons, embroideries, wheat, 
flour, tea, anthracite coal, Newfound- 
land fish, salt for curing fish, lines, 
twines, nets and hooks, reapers, 


mowers, binders, harvesters, binder 
twine, traction ditching machines, 
sugar, tobacco, neweprint paper, 


newspaper presses, typesetters and 
casters. Nicotine sulphate for spray- 
ing fruit plants is added to the free 
list. The increased duties will be 
collected upon goods now in bonded 
warehouses in Canada, The draw- 
back privilege of 99 per cent. on 
duty paid on raw material imported 
into Canada, manufactured and ex- 
ported in manufactured form, is con- 
tinued. 

A tax of one per cent. annually ts 
placed upon the note circulation of 
banks, on the gross income of trust 
and loan companies, and on premiums 
received in Canada by all insurance 
companies and associations except 
life, fraternal and marine companies. 
The above charges are made _ retro- 
active and apply to all transactions 
after January 1, 1915. 

APPLIED TAXES. 

From a date to be fixed the follow- 
ing taxes will be applied: 

One cent on each iclegraph or 
cable message originating Canada 
to be paid by the sender. On railway 
and steamboat tickets sold in Canada 
to points in Canada, Newfoundland 
and the United States a tax of ö cents 
on each ticket cootng over $1 and not 
more than 85, and cents for each 
additional $5 or fraction. For each 
sleeping car berth sold in Canada, 10 
cents tax and for each parlor car seat 
ticket 6 cents. Upon other steamship 
tickets taxes range from $3 to $5. 

STAMP TAXBS. 


The following stamp tgxes are ap- 
plied from today: 

Two cents on each check, deposit 
receipt, bill of exchange, express or- 
der, postoffice order and bill of lad- 
ing; upon each postal note a stamp 
tax of one cent. Each letter or post- 
card mailed in Canada must carry & 
war tax stamp of one cent. Upon 
each package of proprietary or patent 
medicine and perfumery a stamp of 
one cent up to 10 cents value and one 
cent for each additional 10 cents re- 
tall charge must be placed. Non- 
sparkling wines are taxed 10 cents a 
quart, champagne and sparkling wines 
25 cents a pint. 

Mr. White estimates that even with 
the new duties to be imposed the loss 
of revenue to the end of the present 
fiscal year, March 31, would amount 
to $33,000,000. The total deficit on

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 11.—Representative 
Kettner has introduced a bill for the 
disposal of Imperial county lands, pro- 
viding: ; 

“That the public lands not other- 
wise appropriated and not withdrawn 
in aid of the Colorado River and Yuma 
irrigation projects, in Imperial county. 
California, lying north and east of 
the east side high line canal in Im- 
perial Valley, are to be segregated and 
set aside for a period of seven years, 
and not longer, to the end that title 
thereto may be acquired in the man- 
ner following, to-wit: 

On the application of a citizen of 
the United States, or one who has 


declared his intention to become such, 


filed with the district Land Office, to 
enter not to exceed 320 acres of said 
land, accompanied with such evidence 
as the Secretary of the Interior may 
require for the ownership of stock in 
a mutual water company or contract 
with such company to furnish water 
sufficient to reclaim and permanently 
irrigate the land applied for, then, 
and upon the payment of $5 per acre, 
entry therefor shall be allowed, but 
the money so paid shall be deposited 
in the United States Treasury as a 
trust fund, subject to the order of the 
Secretary of the Interior, until such 
time within two years from tke pas- 
sage of thig act as when 50,000 acres 
shall have been duly entered as herein 
provided, whereupon the trust shall 
terminate and the proceeds of such 
entries shall be covered into the 
United States Treasury and patents 
issued for the lands so entered, pro- 
vided that if within said period of two 
years, the lands so entered do not ag- 
gregate 50,000 acres, then, and in that 
event, the entries theretofore allowed 
shall be cancelled.” 

The bill provides further that “In 
like manner and for a period of seven 
years from the date hereof, if 50,000 
acres shall have been entered within 
the specified period as aforesaid, the 
remainder of said lands shall be ope 
to application and entry on due - 
ment of $5 per acre for each acre 
thus applied for.” 

If within the two years specified 
patent shall have issued to the ex- 
tent of 50,000 acres, the Secre- 
tary of the Interior shall be author- 
ized to permit a connection to be es- 
tablished with the irrigation system of 
the reclamation service at the Laguna 
dam on the Colorado River for irri- 
gation, domestic use and power pur- 
poses, and the right to enlarge and 
use for carrying such water, the main 
canal of the Yuma project and a right 
of way across the Yuma Indian Reser- 
vation. 


NEW COTTON LAW.

SHIPPING BILL. 


Democrats Devise New Plan 
to Avoid Extra Session. 


But the President Remains 
Stubborn as a M ule,

Pass My Measure or Nothing, 
Wilson's Ultimatum. 


‘SY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—A com- 
promise proposal designed to extricate 
the administration ship purchase bill 
from the deadlock which has blocked 
its passage in the Senate and to avert 
an extra session, was put forward to- 
night by House Democrats through 
Representative Kitchin of North Caro- 
lina, chosen majority leader in the 
next House. 

The new plan, which proposes the 
passage of the shipping bill as a 
temporary emergency measure, was 
developed while the Senate marked 
time with both opponents and sup- 


advantege. An adjournment of the 
Senate tonight advanced the plans of 
the Democratic leaders to force a 
cloture rule that would end the de- 
termined filibuster, and an effort to 
adopt some such rule will be made 
tomorrow. 

As announced by Representative 
Kitchin, the compromise contemplates 
the passage through the House next 
week of the compromise bill sug- 
gested by Senator Gore, with an 
amendment that would terminate the 
government's activities in the shipping 
business two years after the close of 
the European war. Despite President 
Wilson's announced determination to 
stand by the bill now before the Sen- 
ate in its present form, Representa- 
tive Kitchin said the House leaders, 
anxious to avold an extra session, pro- 
posed to put this measure before the 
Senate and give the President an op- 
portunity to accept it in event of the 
total failure of the pending bill. 


OPPOSE EXTRA SESSION. 


The desire of both Republicans and 
Democrats in the House and Senate to 
avoid an extra session, Representa- 
tive Kitchin said, probably would give 
the proposed plan sufficient support to 
get it through before March 4. He 
asserted that the elimination of the 
permanent government ownership 
feature of the shipping bill would win 
enough Democratic votes in the Sen- 
ate to pass it and would placate the 
Republicans sufficiently to put an end 
to the determined filibuster. 

Representative Kitchin, Majority 
Leader Underwood, Representative 
Adamson. and other House leaders 
conferred with President Wilson at 
the White House today and returned 
to the Capitol with the assurance that 
despite the gloomy outlook in the 
Senate the President was still firm in 
his determination to press the ship 
purchase bill even to the point of 
calling an extra session of Co 
if the measure was blocked until 
March 4. Senators Fletcher and Sim- 
mons also talked with Mr. Wilson. 
Representative Kitchin and other 
House members told the President of 
opposition in Congress to an extra 
session and advised that their in- 
formation led them to believe that an 
extra session would prove futile be- 
cause the ship bill would fail to se- 
cure a majority in the next House. 


THE HOUSE PLAN. 


“The plan in the House as tenta- 
tively agreed upon,” said Representa- 
tive Kitchin tonight, “is to pass the 
Gore bill with an amendment remov- 
ing the permanent features of the 
pending bill. This will be passed by 
the House and sent to the Senate, 
where I believe it will not meet the 
vigorous opposition that now con- 
fronts the shipping bill.” 

Meantime an effort will be made to 
clear up the appropriation measures 
in order that nothing but the ship 
bill will be pending when the Con- 
gress expires on March 4. With that 
accomplished Congressional leaders 
hope that an extra seasion may be 
avoided even if the shipping bill fails. 

DAY IN SENATE. 

In the Senate the day was devoted 
again to speeches on the bill and to 
informal conferences of leaders of va- 
rious factions, after numerous notices 
had been given of a cloture rule to 
limit debate. Late today Senator Lea 
of Tennessee gave notice of an 
amendment to the rules which would 
provide for fixing a time for a vote 
on any pending bill, whenever the 
Senate should sustain a declaration 
that obstructive tactics were being 
employed. Senator Norris, who gave 
notice several days ago of a rule to 
limit debate on a bill to three hours 
for each Senator, succeeded in get- 
ting his amendment referred to the 
Committee on Rules, which will meet 
tomorrow. 

The passing of a choture rule is a 
debatable question and may operate 
to prevent consideration of appropria- 
tion bills which insurgent Democrats 
and Republicans had hoped to un- 
dertake today. Regular Democratic 
leaders expected that a motion would 
be made to take up the Postoffice Ap- 
propriation Bill, but in view of the 
cloture rule efforts and the fact that 
Senate and House leaders were con- 
ferring on a plan to devise a new 
Ship purchase bill, Senators Norris 
and Kenyon, who yesterday deserted 
the administration forces, refused to 
vote for any motion except one to 
adjourn. This left opponents of the 
shipping bill heipless, and they were 
forced to mark time. 


LODGE TAKES FLOOR. 
Senator Lodge spoke most of the 
afternoon, followed by Sehator New- 


lands and later by Senator Dilling- 
ham, who discussed the President's 
veto on the immigration bill. At 6 
o'clock Senator Dillingham yielded to 
Senator ©'Gorman, who moved that 
the Senate take a recess until tomor- 
row. Senator Lea was on his feet at 
the time and gained recognition to 
give notice of his cloture rule. 
Senator O'Gorman renewed his mo- 
tlott thereafter, whereupon Majority 
Leader Kern moved that the Senate 
adjourn. This was carried by a vote 
of 49 to 40. Five Progressive Re- 
publican Senators, Cummins, Craw- 
ford, La Follette, Norris and Kenyon, 
voted to adjourn. All the insurgent 
Democrats, except Senator Vardaman, 
voted against the motion. The issue 
clearly was on the cloture movement, 
for if the Senate had recessed no 
cloture rule could have been in order 
tomorrow.

TEXT OF THE NOTES. 

The full text of the notes as made 
public at the State Department to- 
night, follow: 

“February 10, 1915. 

“The Secretary of State ‘has in- 
structed Ambassador Gerard at Ber- 
lin to present to the German govern- 
ment a note to the following effect: 

“*The government of the United 
States, having had its attention di- 
rected to the proclamation of the 
German Admiralty issued on the 4th 
of February, that the waters surround- 
ing Great Britain and Ireland, in- 
eluding the whole, of the English 
Channel, are to be considered as com- 
prised within the seat of war;: that all 
enemy merchant vessels found in those 
waters after the 18th inst., will be de- 
stroyed, although it may not always 

possible to save the crews and 
passengers; and that neutral vessels 
expose themselves to danger within 
this zone of war because, in view of 
the misuse of neutral flags said to 
have been ordered by the British gov- 
ernment on the ist of January, and 
of the contingencies of maritime war- 
fare, it may not be possible always to 
exempt neutral vessels from attacks 
intended to strike enemy ships, feels 
it to be its duty to call the attention 
of the imperial German government. 
with sincere respect and the most 
friendly sentiments, but very candidly 
and earnestly, to the very seroius pos- 
sibilities of the course of action ap- 
parentiy contemplated under that 
prociamation. 

The government of the United 
States views those possibilities with 
such grave concern that it feels it to 
be its privilege, and, indeed, its duty, 
in the circumstances, to request the 
imperial German government to con- 
sider before action is taken the crit- 
ical situation in respect to the rela- 
tions betwen this country and Ger- 
many which might arise were the Ger- 
man naval forces, in carrying out the 
policy foreshadowed in the Admi- 
ralty’s proclamation, to destroy any 
merchant vessel of the United States 
or cause the death of American citi- 
zens. 

“It is, of course, not necessary to 
remind the German government that 
the sole right of a belligerent in deal- 
ing with neutral vessels on the high 
seas is limited to visit and search, un- 
leas a blockade is proclaimed and ef- 
fectively maintained, which this gov- 
ernment does not understand to be 
proposed in this case. To declare or 
exercise a right to attack and destroy 
any vessel entering a prescribed area 
of the high seas without first cer- 
tainly determining its belligerent na- 
tionality and the contraband charac- 
ter of its cargo would be an act 80 
unprecedented in naval warfare that 
this government is reluctant to believe 
that the imperial government of Ger- 
many in this case contemplates it as 
possible. The suspicion that enemy 
ships are using neutral flags improp- 
erly can create no just presumption 
that all ships traversing a prescribed 
area are subject to the same suspi- 
cion. It is to determine exactly such 
questions that this government under- 
stands the right to visit and search 
to have been recognized. 

„This government has carefully 
noted the explanatory statement is- 
sued by the imperial German govern- 
ment very respectfully that the gov- 
ernment of the United States is open 
to none of the criticisms for unneu- 
tral action to which the German gov- 
ernment believe the governments of 
certain other peutral nations have 
laid themselves open; that the gov- 
ernment of the United States has not 
consented to or acquiesced in any 
measure which may have been taken 
by the other belligerent nations in 
the present war which operate to re- 
strain neutral trade, but has, on the 
contrary, taken in consideration 
all such matters upon which it 
is warranted in holding those 
governments responsible in a prop- 
er way for any untoward effects 
on American shipping which the ac- 
cepted principles of international law 
do not justify; and that it, therefore 
regards itself as free in the present 
instafice to take with a clear con- 
science and upon accepted principles 
the position indicated in this note. 

“If the commanders of German 
vessels of war should act upon the 
presumption that the flag of -the 
United States was not being used in 
good faith and should estrox on the 
high seas an American vessel or the 
lives of American citizens, it would be 
difficult for the government of the 
United States to view the act in any 
other light than as an indefensible 
violation of neutral rights which it 
would be very hard indeed to recon- 
cile with the friendly relations now 
so happily subsisting between the two 
governments. 

“If such a deplorable situation 
should arise, the imperial German 
government can readily appreciate 
that the government of the United 
States would be constrained to hold 
the imperial German government to 
a strict accountability for such acts 
of their naval authorities and to take 
any steps it might be necessary to 
take to safeguard American lives and 
property and to secure to American 
citizens the full enjoyment of their 
acknowledged rights on the high seas. 
„The government of the United 
States. in view of these considerations, 
which it urged with the greatest re- 
spect and with the sincere purpose of 
making sure that no misunderstand- 
ing ma arise and no circumstance 
occur that might even cloud the in- 
tercourse of the two governments, ex- 
presses the confident hope and ex- 
pectation that the imperial German 
government can and will give assur- 
ance that American citizens and their 
veasels will not be molested by the 
naval forces of Germany otherwise 
than by visit and search, though their 
vessels may be traversing the sea area 
deMmited in the proclamation of the 
German Admiralty. 

„It is added for the information of 
the imperial German government that 
representations bave been made to 
His Britannic Majesty’s government 
in respect to the unwarranted use of 
the American flag for the protection 
of British ships.’ 
“February 10, 1915. 

THE NOTE TO LONDON. 
“The Secretary of State has in- 
etructed Ambassador Page at London 
to present to the British government 
a note to the following effect: 
“"The department has been advised 
of the declaration of the German 
Admiralty on February 4, Indicating 
that the Rritish government had on 
January 31 explicitly authorized the 
use of neutral flags on British mer- 
chant vessels presumably for the pur- 
pose of avoiding recognition by Ger- 
man naval forces. The department's 
attention has also been directed to re- 
ports in the press that the captain of 
the Lusitania, acting upon orders or 
information receivea from the British 
authorities, raised the American flag 
as his vessel approached the British 
coasts, in order to escape anticipated 
attack by German submarines. 
“ “Today's presse reports also contain 
an alleged official statement of the 
Foreign Office defending the use of 
the flag of a neutral country by a bel- 
ligerent vessel in order to escape cap- 
ture or attack by an enemy. 


“*Assuming that the foregoing re- 
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rts are true, the government of the 
Inited States, reserving for future 
consideration the legality and pro- 
priety of the deceptive use of the flag 
of a neutral power in any case for 
the purpose of avoiding capture, de- 
sires very respectfully to point out to 
His Britannic Majesty's government 
the serious consequences which may 
result to American veasels and Amer- 
ican citizens if this practice is con- 
tinued, 

The occasional use of the flag of 
a neutral or an enemy under the 
stress of immediate pursuit and to de- 
ceive an approaching enemy, which 
appears by the press reports to be 
represented as the precedent and jus- 
tification used to support this action, 
seems to this government a very dif- 
ferent thing from an explicit sanc- 
tion by a belligerent government for 
its merchant ships generally to fly the 
flag of a neutral power within cer- 
tain portions of the high seas which 
are presumed to be frequented with 
hostile warships. The formal dec- 
laration of such a policy of general 
misuse of a neutral’s flag jeopardizes 
the vessels of the neutral visiting those 
waters in a peculiar degree by raising 
the pres@mption that they are of bel- 
ligerent nationality regardless of the 
flag which they may carry. 

In view of the announced pur- 
pose of the German Admiralty to 
engage in active naval operations in 
certain delimited sea areas adjacent 
to the coasts of Great Britain and 
Ireland, the government of the United 
States would view with anxious so- 
licitude any general use of the flag 
of the United States by Sritish ves- 
sels traversing those waters. A 
policy such as the one which His Ma- 
jesty’s government is said to intend 
to adopt, would, if the declaration of 
the German Admiralty be put in force, 
it seems clear, afford no protection 
to British vesséls, while it would be a 
serious and constant menace to the 
lives and vessels of American citizens. 

The government of the United 
States, therefore, trusts that His Ma- 
jesty’s government will do all in their 
power to restrain vessels of British 
nationality from the deceptive use of 
the flag of the United States in the 
sea area defined in the German dec- 
laration, since such practice would 
greatly endanger the vessels of a 
friendly power navigating those wa- 
ters and would even seem to impose 
upon the government of Great Britain 
a measure of responsibility for the 
loss of American lives and vessels in 
case of an attack by a German naval 
force. 

Tou will impress upon His Ma- 
jJesty’s government the grave concern 
which this government feels in the 
circumstances in regard to the safety 
of American vessels and lives in the 
war zone declared by the German Ad- 
miralty. 

Tou may add that this govern- 
ment is making earnest representa- 
tions to the German government in 
regard to the danger to American 
vessels and citizens if the declaration 
— ve German Admiralty is put into 
effect.’ 


MURDER DELAYS TRIAD, 


Kentucky Judge Adjourns Election 
Case Because Negro Kills Counsel’s 
Brother.

The fastest express steamer afloat 
under the United States flag arrived 
at Los Angeles Harbor yesterday 
with a list of notable passengers.

From the sphere of nightless 
glory where his enfranchised spirit 
dwells he looks upon the greatest and 
freest nation in all the world—a na- 
tien which owes its freedom and its 
greatness largely to the principles and 
policies of government he advocated, 
and to which he gave his masterly in- 
tellect and devoted his life.

I would 
save it in the shortest way under the 
Constitution; if I could save the Un- 
ion without freeing any slave I would 
do it; if I could do it by freeing all 
the slaves I would do it; if I could save 
it by freeing some and leaving others 
alone I would also do that.” 

“The question whether slavery is 
wrong depends upon whether or not 
the negro is a man.” 

“The negress is not my equal in 
color, and perhaps in other respecta, 
but in the right to eat the bread which 
her own hand has earned she is my

“He who would be no slave must

“They who deny freedom to others 
deserve it not for themselves.” 

J do not believe that all men are 
equal, but I do believe that every man 
has the right to be the equal of any 
man if he can.” 

“Because I do not want a negro 
woman for my slave, it does not follow 
that I do want her for my wife. My 
understanding is that I can just let 
her alone.” 

“The soldier asks his life, and fre- 
quentiy yields it up, for his country: 
to the soldier, therefore, belongs the 
‘highest honor.” 

“There are no accidents in my 
Philosophy; the past is the cause of 
the present, and the present is the 
cause of the future; all these are links 
in the endless chain, stretching from 
the finite to the infinite.” 

Lincoln's courteous consideration for 
others was expressed by as, 
who said: “He ig the only man I 
ever talked to for ten minutes who 
didn’t in some way give me to under- 
stand that I was a nigger.” 

Lincoln summed up the claim of 
Stephen A. Douglas that slavery could 
be excluded from a Territory by un- 
friendly legislation, as follows: “The 
judge holds that a thing may be law- 
fully driven away from a place where 
it has a lawful right to be.” 

Mr. Lincoln's opinion of the direct 
primary was expressed in a resolution 
which he offered at a Whig meeting 
at Springfield, III., in 1843: 

“Resolved, that we recommend to 
the Whigs of all portions of the State 
to adopt and rigidly adhere to the con- 
vention system of nominating candi- 
dates.” 

In a tariff speech in 1847 Mr. Lin- 
coln said: “All carrying and inet 
dents of carrying of articles from tne 
place of their production to a distant 
place for consumption, which articles 
could be produced of as good quality, 
In sufficient quantity and with as lit- 
tle labor at the place of consumption 
as at the place carried from, is use- 
less labor.“ 

In a letter written in April, 1859, 
declining an invitation to attend a fes- 
tival in Boston in honor of the birth- 
day of Thomas Jefferson, Mr. Lincoln 
wrote: 

“Bearing in mind that about seventy 
years ago two great political parties 
were first formed in this country, that 
Thomas Jefferson was the head of one 
of them and Boston the headquarters 
of the other, it is both curious and in- 
teresting that those supposed to de- 
scend politically from the party op- 
posed to Jefferson should now be cele- 
brating his birthday in their own orig- 
inal seat of empire, while those claim- 
ing political descent from him have 
nearly ceased to breathe his name 
everywhere. 

“Remembering, too, that the Jeffer- 
don party was formed upon its sup- 
posed superior devotion to the per- 
} sonal rights of men, holding the rights 
of property to be secondary only, and 
greatly inferior, and assuming that the 
so-called Democracy of today are the 
Jefferson and their opponents, the 
anti-Jefferson party, it will be equally 
interesting to note how completely the 
two have changed hands as to the 
Principle upon which they were orig- 
inally supposed to be divided. The 
Democracy of today hold the liberty 
of one man to be absolutely nothing 
when in conflict with another man’s 
right of property. Republicans, on the 
contrary, are for both the man and 


the dollar, but in case of conflict the 
man before the dollar.

“The principles of Jefferson are the 
definitions and axioms of free society. 
And yet they are denied and evaded 
with no small show of success.

And others tnsidi- 
ously argue that they apply to ‘supe- 
rior races." These expressions, differ- 
ent in form, are identica! in object and 
effect—the supplanting the principles 
of free government, and restoring 
those of fication caste and legiti- 
macy.

espotism. We must repulse them or 
they will subjugate us.” 

Of the many speeches of Lincoln 
there is one which peculiarly fite the 
present time, when the spirit of unrest 
and of hostility to law flaunts its an- 
archic flag without attempt at conceal- 
— and has even invaded legislative 


Mr. Lincoln said in 1837, in an ad- 
dress before the Young Men's Lyceum 
of Springfield, m.: “Let every Amer- 
ican, every lover of liberty, every well- 
wisher to his posterity swear by the 
blood of the Revolution never to vio- 
late in the least particular the laws 
of his country, and never to tolerate 
their violation by others. As the pa- 
triots of 76 did to the support of the 
Declaration of Independence, so to 
the support of the Constitution and 
laws let every American pledge his 
life, his property and his sacred honor: 
let every man remember that to vio- 
late the law is to trample on the blood 
of his father and to tear the charter 
of his own and his children’s liberty. 
Let reverence for the laws be breathed 
by every American mother to the lisp- 
ing babe that pratties on her lap; let 
it be taught In schools, in seminaries, 
and in colleges; let it be written in 
primers, spelling-books, and in al- 
manacs; let it be preached from the 
pulpit, proclaimed in legislative halls, 
and enforced in courts of justice. And 
in short, let it become the political 
religion of the nation, and let the old 
and the young, the rich and the poor, 
the grave and the gay of all sexes and

WOMAN BRINGS AN ODD SUIT 
AGAINST HER FORMER 
HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Letitia M. Burnham, who in 
1912 secured a decree of divorce from 
James H. Burnham in Chicago, in the 
United States District Court yesterday 
sued Mr. Burnham for alimony and 


$50,000 security. The suit was 
brought under an agreement alleged 
to have been entered into at the time 
of the divorce. She also asks that Mr. 
Burnham and Mrs. Mabel Bonnell 
Burnham, who, it is alleged, is now 
the wife of the defendant, be enjoined 
from disposing of certain personal 
property that under the divorce agree- 
ment was to go to the first Mrs. Burn- 
ham, it is claimed. 

The plaintiſt and James H. Burn- 
ham were married in Chicago in 
March, 1900, and two years later a 
decree of divorce was granted the 
wife. It is alleged that it was a part 
of the judgment that Mr. Burnham 
was to pay Mre.

It is claimed that Mr. Burnham 
went to Louisville, Ky., where he em- 
barked in the hotel business, but that 
not turning out well, he gave out that 
he was going to Australia, but it is 
said that he is now a resident of Call- 
fornia; also that the ex-wife spent 
$1500 trving to locate him. It is also 
a part of the petition that there is 
now unpaid on the alimony $7500, al- 
though it is admitted that the plaintiff 
has secured $2400 as dividends on the 
stock in the hands of the Chicago cor- 
poration that, under the arrangement, 
were to be turned over to her in pay- 
ment of the alimony charges. 
The former wife aleo charges that 
Burnham has married Mabel Bonnell 
Burnham, and that in order to defeat 
the orders of the court in the divorce 
case that he transferred a part, 
if not all of his property, to her 
without any consideration, the value 
of which, it alleged, is more than 
$190,000. 
The former wife not only wants a 
decree for security for the payment 
of the alimony due under the con- 
tract, but also of the $50,000 that was 
to be given her upon the death of 
Mr. Burnham, provided she remained 
unmarried, under the terms of the 
decree entered in the Circuit Court of 
Cook county, IIIinois.

does not make for economy or the spread 
of peaceful sentiments. It is far better to 
allow a people to economize on war equip- 
ments until it has been drawn into some 
declaration of belligerency. 

An embargo on the sale of war munitions 
after war has started would make peace- 
loving nations the chief sufferers and es- 
tablish arbitrament by the power of the 
sword more firmly than ever. As Mr. Taft 
tersely expresses it, “It would lead to even 
a greater pressure on all countries of the 
world to increase their armaments, a re 
sult that we should all deplore.” 

Mr. Taft does not base his objections on 
the unfair interference with private indus- 
tries that any embargo on the sale of home 
manufactured articles to foreign countries 
must necessarily entail. This, too, is a 
point that deserves consideration. For in 
urgent cases private interests must some- 
times suffer for the general good. Mr. Taft, 
who, more than any living man today, has 
used his influence for the cause of unt 
vorsal peace, bases his objections to a bill 
opposing the sale of arms on the higher 
grounds that such a bill really helps to 
promote an ambition for war. In the pres- 
ent European conflict, he says, it could. 
hardly be called an act of neutrality, since 
it would work only for the benefit of one of 
the belligerent powers. 

There is not much likelihood of any em- 
bargo being placed on the sale of American 
war material by this government during 
the present European conflict; but it is well 
to have the views on this subject of so 
thoughtful a statesman as Mr. Taft brought 
before the public notice. 


TTELEPHONIO DRAMA, 

It is rather alarming to think what the 
modern dramatist would do without the tel- 
ephone. There is not a single modern play 
in which it does not figure prominently, 
and as for the movies, they rely upon all 
their most sensational effects through tele- 
phonic aid. 

When the plot reaches a deadlock, be 
hold the amiable telephone to the rescue 
every time! 

In “Bought and Paid For” the proud mil- 
lionaire husband was recalled by a bogus 
telephone message, and goodness knows 
how one of the poor old-fashioned drama- 
tists would have got him back. In Martha 
by the Day” the whole culpability of the 
villainess was indicated by telephone con- 
versations overheard by an elderly servan 
on the extension. , 

Several plays depend entirely upon the 
telephone, as in Warner's “Heard at the 
Telephone,” a wonderful dramatic tragedy 
that holds the audience enthralled—with 
but a single man holding a t@ephone re- 
ceiver. 

Even in Mandel’s “Lady We Love” he had 
to install a telephone in the little delica- 
tessen and make the German frau take up 
a lot of unnecessary time talking through 
it—he would not have felt really modern 
without it. 

If dramatists have a spark of gratitude, 
which is doubtful, they will make a point of 
erecting a monument to Bell, who has 
provided them with the most important 
part of their stock in trade, minus a dra 
matic royalty to which he is certainly en- 
titled.

paring to begin the really ferocious, glo- 
rious burst of carnage a few weeks hence, | 
when the weather is expected to be more 
propitious for scientific bloodshed. | 

Neutral nations and noncombatants have | 
their rights. We are entitied to something | 
more exciting than this. Heaven knows we 
have paid for it, and stand prepared to 
pay for it, in hard cash. But we are not 
getting our money's worth. 

Bernard Shaw. who ever has his finger 
on the public pulse, does his best to fill the 
uninteresting gap. His suggestion that the 
only real way to exterminate a nation is 
to kill off 75 per cent. of its women under 
60 years of age opens up thrilling possibill- 
ties. 


It is obvious that war modes are in for 
a drastic change. Something really new 
and piquant. As with Dame Fashion in 
matters sartorial, we must now go to one 
extreme or the other if our interest is to 
be held. 

Either entire nations must go to war, 
women and children in the front of the 
fighting line, so that equal suffrage, equal 
opportunity, equal rights may be equitably | 
administered, or else we must henceforth 
fight with a few picked men on a thor. 
oughly sporting basis, a la a great baseball 
match. 

The latter method would really suit our 
tastes much better. Our preferences are 
all short and sharp nowadays, short sto- 
ries, snippet journalism, high-speed jour- 
neys, concentrated vaudeville, quick-action 
motion pictures, short sermons, short skirts, 
short engagements, short Mod- 
ern intellects find it difficult to sustain in- 
terest in anything lengthy and tedious. 

It will therefore be so much more satis- 
factory if nations put up so Many men a 
side, arm them with every possible cut- 
throat device, place them in a large arena 
and invite the public of both nations to 
take a season ticket. 


Anyway, we might have foreseen that the 
peace party plans and the dear old discur- 
sive Hague conferences would never do. 
The whole trend of fashion is in the other 
direction—short. sharp action, especially ac- 
tion. This lurking-in-dark-trench business 
is also hopelessly unattractive to the read- 
ing public. We want results. We have 
paid our money and we want to see decl- 
sions. 

On the other hand, we don't like getting | 
hurt ourselves.

than in its action. I don't think any

In 1898, at Camp Poland, I had 
occasion several times to visit a regi-

Point, thé idea of the War Depart- 
ment being that it would také regular 
army men to readily bring them un- 
der military discipline. This regiment 
was short of normal size by about four 
companies. Its ténts were pitched a 
full two miles from the other reg!- 
ments in that brigade. It was in a 
constant state of turmoll. At one 
time two entire companies were un 
der arrest, being literally under guard. 
and the commanding general of that 
division threatened to use his infiu- 
énce to have the whole régiment dis- 
Banded. When we got to the heart of 
the trouble, the fact was pretty Well 
established that out of the 66 
probably 650 were excellent soldiers, 
and just as well behaved as the aver- 
age run of white men would have 
been. About a dosen men in two of 
the companies the organ- 
ization and most of the dissension was 
finally brought to the doors of three 
or four noisy chaps, all of whom were 
mulattoes. 

When Mr. Griffith first told me he 
was going te prodtice “The Clans- 
man, I knew in advance I would hate 
the play and like the acting. The 
making of a race is not white-heat 
work. Men are a long time in the 
moulding. Evolution has no climaxes; 
it has no periods. A race creeps along 
lowly toward its ascension, but if it 
stops to look back {ft can always see 
that it has come a long Ways. The 

negro has no apology to make for his 
part in the universal scheme. Those 
jraces that are more advanced in quali- 
tles and é@xpression must always help 
and not hurt the fellow who 16 just 
behind. At the eame time éach race 
has more or less prejudice against 
every other race, and it takes a lot of 
Str. Grit to be fair. The reason I told 
Mr. Griffith that I probably would not 
like the play was that I think that 
such exceptions as “The Clansman” 
ia built upon are not fair to the negro, 
and I see no particular good in stir- 
ring up feeling of this kind; but since 
the picture is made, and wonderfully 
malle, I see no reason to destroy it, 
and a majority of cities in the United 
States will, I fee) confident, allow its 
exhibition.

CAN GO THROUGH | 
TO SANTA BARBARA. 


OUGH the San Fernando Val- 

ley, where the hills are being 

tinged with green, through the 
Santa Susanna Pass through Ventura 
and over the Rincon the highways to 
Santa Barbara were recently thrown 
open to motorists according to a re- 
port brought in last night by a scout 
car of the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California. 

Auto club officials in giving service 
to their members sent a car over the 
route between Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara to verify reports that the 
roads were impassable because of the 
recent rains. 


On the contrary, they found that 
the roads are good and the scenery at 
this time of year is beautiful. How- 
ever certain directions must be fol- 
lowed, for of three possible routes, 
only one ia practicable at this time. 

Leaving Los Angeles by way of Hol- 
lywood, over Cahu Pass, foliow- 
ing Sherman Way through: Lanker- 
shim, and Van Nuys to Owensmouth, 
turn north to Chateworth Park, fol- 
lewing the boulevard over the Santa 
Susanna Pass, to its summit. 

The road then leads through Santa 
Susanna, Simi and Moorpark, follow- 
ing the Simi Valley to the east ap- 
proach of the Saticoy bridge. Here 
the motorists should follow the club 
signs, turning to the left and on to Ei 
Rio, turning right Montalvo 


to Ventura. From Ventura, Santa 
Barbara ie reached by the Rincon 
road, which at present is in better 
than at any time heretofore, 
necessitating but two short detours. 

Auto club officials ask that motor- 
ists drive this route with consideration 
to the Work of the contractors in their 
work, as it is by their courtesy that 
the route was opened. Santa Bar- 
bara county highways are reported 
by the auto club scout car as being in 
good shape for motoring, and this sec- 
tion of the State will be greatly ap- 
preciated by eastern motorists who 
are touring in Southern California.

TROUBLES 


Railroads May Get Return of 
Lost Business. 


War and Wrecks Make Havoc 
in Shipping Ranks. 


of Few Vessels. 


(LOCAL, CORRESPONDENCE.) 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Feb. 11. 
Marine losses and demand for 
American charters as the result of 
tire European war have brought great 
prosperity to steamship companies of 
the United States and resulted in a 
congestion of freight for Pacific Coast 
ports on the wharves at New York 
and other ports on the Atlantic. 

The American-Hawailan steamer 
Iowan, which proceeded to San Fran- 
cisco today, had room for but 1900 
tons for this port, and the Texan, 
due here from New York tomorrow, 
has but twenty-two tons. The Harry 
Luckenbach, which sailed for San 
Francisco tonight, also had full cargo 
from New York, and left freight on 
the duck. 

Dead-weight cargoes on the Atlantic 
Coast lines have been taken up to the 
middie of the summer, it is reported. 
It has been the policy of the steam 
ship companies to accept dead-weight 
freight up to 25 per cent of the 
capacity of steamers, reserving the 
balance of the space for general mer- 
chandise and lighter cargo. Fully 
100,000 tons of reserved space has 
been for dead-weight 
freight, according to the estimates of 
shipping men. The demand for space 
and lack of tonnage, it ig feared, will 
divert considerable business back to 
the rall lines. 

MARINE LOSSES. 

Marine losses incurred by under- 
writers during the year 1914 have con- 
siderable to do with the ecarcity of 
tonnage. According to an official an- 
nouncement, these losses total $15.,- 
000,000, and eclipse all former records. 
Coming just after the American- 
Hawaiian line had chartered six of 
its largest carriers for the European 
trade, the recent loss of the big 
steamer Washingtonian has caused 
quite a shortage in the available ton- 
— between the Atlantic and Pa- 

c 


The American-Hawalian line has 
been singularly free from accidents 
since the organization of the com- 
pany, many years ago, but within a 
single month the ships of the com- 
pany have figured in four accidents 
which involve a loss of nearly 
$2,000,000. Three of these accidents 
occurred at this port. 

The heaviest loss was that of the 
Washingtonian, valued at $500,000, 
The 
Washingtonian went down in the At- 
lantic following a collision with the 
schooner Elizabeth Palmer, which, 
with her cargo, added $150,000 to the 
losses of the underwriters. 

NET RESULTS. 


Another heavy loss was that of the 
Danish motor ship Malakka, which 
went ashore on Cedros Island at a 
— of over $1,000,000 to the under- 


lost on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
last year. 

The net result, it ie sald, has deen 
little profit in the insurance business 
during the past year, as well as a 
shortage of tonnage, and it is freely 
predicted that insurance rates, as well 
as freight rates will go higher during 
the coming year. 

The principal factor in scarcity of 
tonnage, however, ig the demand for 
ships under neutral flags on account 
of the European war.

WORKS BOARD APPLIES ITS OWN 
EFFICIENCY METHODS. 


Lars Down Rigid Rules of Con- 
duct for Municipal Employees. 
No Visiting, no Coming Late; Must 
be Polite and Accommodating to 
Public, or E 


The Board of Public Works has an 
efficiency system all its own. It has 
put this into effect, after having for 
some time past watched affairs in 
various departments under its direct 
control. No official record can be 


/ 


. found of the application of the new 


system of efficiency—vet reposing in 
the pockets or well-locked desks of 
various and sundry city employees lie 
copies of the “rules” that have been 
secretly handed to them, and which 
it is understood must be obeyed liter- 
ally if the employees are to continue 
the city service. 

The observations of the board mem- 
bers for some weeks past have con- 
vinced them that there has been far 
too great a waste of time on the part 
of some of the employees, due to visit- 
ing in office hours, “coming late,“ run- 
— out on other than official affairs. 


The result was the adoption in a 
conference of the rules that have been 
quietly handed to ones the board be- 
Heves should take particular heed 
thereof. The affair was intended to 
be kept strictly secret, but in the con- 
sternation it raised this action crept 
out into the “corridor gossip.” Even 
some of the higher-ups are to have 
the disturbing. missive unobtrusively 

in their hands and—well, 
there's a refreshingly commendable 
desire on the part of all hands now 
to give the public the best service pos- 
sible. And the board members smile. 

In the list of requirements under 
the new secretly-distributed orders is 
included prompt appearance, ready 
for duty, at 8 o'clock in the morning. 
No further “coming late“ will be 
tolerated. There shall be no absence 
from the offices except on official busi- 
ness; no visiting with employees in 
their own or other departments dur- 
ing office hours; each person must be 
courteous and accommodating in deal- 
ing with the public and with other 
eclty employees. 

It ie understood that any lapse from 
‘these rules will be reason for dis- 
‘Missal from the public service. 

The departments under direct con- 
trol of the Board of Public Works 
include not only those of its own of- 
fices but the telephone exchange 
operators, the street maintenance de- 
partment, the City Engineer's depart- 
ment, the City Electrician's depart- 
ment, and all employees under direc- 
tion of the custodians of the public 
bulldings. 

Just how far-reaching the distribu- 
tion of the new efficiency demands has 
been or will be is not apparent. It is 
known, however, that Secretary Fer- 
ris of the Board of Public Works 
was the only one in that direct de- 
partment that did not receive a copy 
of the ultimatum.

SUNDAY SKATING? 
OPENS A BIG SUBJECT. 


The Council had before it yesterday 
the ordinance amending the present 
law governng skating rinks. Recent- 
ly an ordinance was adopted that ap- 
plied practically the same provisions 
to skating rinks that have been ap- 
plied to the conducting of dance halls. 
It went further than the Council in- 
tended, in that it prohibited at all 
times the attendance of persons un- 
der 16 years of age. The amendment 
proposes to allow attendance of per- 
sons under 16 years of age, unattend- 
ed, at skating rinks during the day 
and up to 6 o'clock in the evening. 
After that they must be attended by 
parent or guardian. 

The question arose as to allowing 
the skating rinks to operate on Sun- 
day. Previously, when the amend- 
ment was up for consideration, Coun- 
cllmen Bryant, Langdon and Roberts 
voted against it on the ground that 
Sunday opening was allowed. Yester- 
day a similar attitude was maintained 
by Councilman Bryant, but Council- 
man Roberts conceded that if other 
places of amusement are allowed to 
operate on Sunday it would be unfair 
to prohibit Sunday opening for skat- 
ing rinks. 

Councilman Conwell pointed out that 
this opened up a big subject, and that 
if such a prohibition were to be made, 
it must apply generally, and that the 
public is not prepared to stand for 
such legislation. 

The adoption of the amendment was 
put over until Monday, so that the 
entire Council may be present to vote 
upon it. 


HELP IS NEEDED. 
FOR MILK STATIONS. 


The Los Angeles Health Depart- 
ment, in its monthly bulletin issued 
yesterday, makes a plea for more help 
from. philanthropic citizens for the 
support of the municipal milk sta- 
tions, to aid in feeding infants, and 
thus helping to reduce the infant mor- 
tality in the homes of the poor.

HEART-THROB SCENE BIG 


“LOST LOVE” DRAMA, 


Plaintiff in Half-million Breach- 
of-Promise Suit Pulls off “Great 
Stuff” Before Judge and Jurors 
but She Overacts Her Part—’'Tis 
Good, Anyhow.

Young Girl Tells of Her Alleged Be- 

trayal and Married Man Is Held to
